lu the Character of Paſtors and Teachers, You have an almoſt 

Irrefittible Power over us of Your Congregations ; and by the ad- 

mirable Inſtiturion ot our Laws, the Tenths of our Lands, now in 

Your Pofictiion,are deſtined ro become the Property of ſuch others, 

as ſhall by Learning and Virtue qualifie themlelves to ſucceed 

You. Theſe Circumftances of Education and Fortune. place the 

Minds of the People, from Age to Ape, unde; your Direction: 

As theicfore it would be the higheſt Indiſcretion in Miniſters of 


State of this Kingdom, to neglect the Care of being acceptable rc 
You in their Adminiſtration ; ſo it would be the greateſt Impiet 
in you, ro enflame the People committed to Your Charge wit 
Apprebenſions of Danger to You and Your Conſtitution, fro 
Men innocent of any luch Dcfiens. | 

Give me Leave, who have in all my Words and Actions, fro 
my Youth upwards, maintained an inviolable Reipec&t ro You 
ani Your Order, to oblerve to You, That all the Diſſatisfaction 
Which have been raiſed in the Minds of the people, owe theit 
Riſe ro the Cunning of artful Men, who have introduced the 
Mention of You and Your Intereſt (which are ſacred to all gooc 
Men ) to cover and fanCtifie their own Practices upon the Aff 
ctions of the People, for ends very different from the promotio 
of Religion and Virtue. Give me Leave alſo to take Notice, that 
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theſe Suggeſtions have been favoured by ſome unwary Men in 
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hol) Orders, who have made the Conſtitution of their own Coun- 
Iry a very little part of their Study, and yer made Obedience and 
Govern nent the frequent Subjects of their Di courſes. 

Theſe Men, fron the pompous Ideas of Imperial Greatneſs, 
and Submiſſion to abſolute EMpcrors, Which they un 6bibed intheir 
earlier Years, have from time to time inadvertently uttered No- 
tions of Power and Obedience abhorrent from the Laws ot ih's their 
Native Country. | 

I will rake the further Liberty ro ſay, Thar if the Acts of Par- 
liament mentioned in the following Ircatile had been from tyme 
to time put ina fair and clear Light, and been carefully 16 ne 
mended to the peru al f yourg Gentlemen in Colleges, wirh A 
preterence to all other Cine Inftiturions wharſcever ; this King: 
dom had not been in its preſent Condition, bur the Con- 
ſticution would have had, in every Member the Unixerſittes have 
ſent into the World ever fince the Revolution, an Advocate for our 
Rights and Liberties. 

There 's one thing which deſerves Your moſt ſerious Confide- 
ration. You have bound Your Selves by the ſtrongeſt Engage- 
ments tha: Religion can lay upon Men, ro ſupport that Succethion 
which is the Subject of the following Papers: You have tied 
down Your Souls by an Oach to maintain it as it is ſettled in ihe 
Houle of H.mover ; nay, You hive gone much furt her than is 
ulual in Caſes of. this Nature, as You have Perfonally Avjuicd 
the Pretender to this Crown, ard that expiclly, wirbout ary E- 
qu:vocations or mental Reſervations whailoever ; that 1s, without 
any poſſible E:capes, by which the Subtlety of remporizing Ca- 


ſuiſts might hope to elude the Force of *theic ſolemnm Obligations. 
You know much better than I do, whreher the calling God co 
witneſs to the Sincerity ot Your Jatentions in theſe Caies, Whe— 
ther the ſwearing upon the holy Evangeliſts in the moſt folern 
Manner, whether the raking of an Oath before Muititudes of 
Fellow Subjects and Fellow Chriſtians, in our pub ick Courts of 
Juſtice, do not lay the greateſt Obligations that can be laid cn the 
Conſciences of Men. This Jam ſure of, that it rhe Body of a 
Clergy who conſiderately ane voluntarily entered into theſe En- 
gagements, ſhould be made uſe of as Inftruments and Examples 
to make the Nation break through them, nor only the Succetiign 
to our Crown, but the very Effſ-nce of cur Religion is in Danger. 
Wha: a Triumph would ir furniſh to thoſe evil Men zu ong us 
who a e Enemies to Your Sacred Order? What Occalion would 
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it adminiſter to Atheiſts and Unbelievers, to ſay that Chriſtianit) 
is nothing elſe but an outward Show and Pretence ainong th 
aſt knowing of 1's Profeſſors? What could we alter wards ob 
jeche 2 Jefuirs > What would be the Scandal brought upon out 
Ls Church. which is at preſent the Glory and Bulwark of the 


Reformation? how would our preſent Clergy appear in the Eygt !

under a Government Iarrodned and Eſtabliſhed hy a Conduct fo

Under C aur of a Zcal towards you, Men may ſo metimes act

Uuder this Pretence Men may preſume to practice ſuch Art 


for the Deſtruct on and Diſhonour of their Country, as it would 
be impious to make uſe of even fo its Glory and Safety. Men 
way lo i inthe hr gheſt Proſperity, What it would not be excuſable 
ro 3-eMmpr unde the loweſt , Neceſſi-y! 

The Laws of our Country, rhe . of the Legiſlatu-e, theff 
Faith of Nations, and che Honour of G 1d, my b- r20 wat Con- 
fiderations to bear up againſt the popu ar tho groundleſs Cry of the 
Chwch.

3:40n, | The Queſtion is, W bether the Power of the Civil Magiſtrate 
de unlimited? that is, in other Words, Whether the Nature of 
his Office require it to be ſo? ut what ? Is it the End of that

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Office that one particular Perſon may do what he pleaſeth with. 

Or that Society ſhould be made happy and 
ſecure? Who will ſay to the former? And if the latter be the 
true End of it, a leſs power than abſolute will anſwer it. Nay, 
an abſolute Power is a Power to deſtroy that End, and therefore 
Inconfiitent with tie End it ſelf.

I ſhall only beg Leave to add to them one very great Living Au. 
thority, the preſent Lord High Chancellor of Great Britain, who in 
a late famous Tryal, did openly before Queen, Lords and Com 
mons, maintain th: Lawfulneſs of the Revolution under the Notion 
of Reſiſtance, and aſſert before ebe moſt ſolemn and auguſt Aſſembh 
of Europe, that there are extraordinary Caſes, Cales of Neceſſity, 
which are implied, tho' not expreſſed in the General Rule; that 
ir, which are ſo plain and ſo open to the common Senſe of Mankind 


that even whilſt you are declaring Reſiſt ance in all Caſes to be un- 
lawful, you are of n:ceſſity underſtocd to mean, that Reſiſtance in 
ſome Caſes is lawful. I am pleaſed to obſerve, that no one ever put 
the Matter ſo ſtrongly, or carried it ſo high as this great Man dia 
upon that Critical Occaſion. At the ſame time he was ſo juſt te 
his Country, as to declare, Thar ſuch a Caſe undoubredly the Re- 


volution was, when our late unhappy Sovereign then upon the 


Throne, miſled by evil Counſellors, endeavoured ro ſubvert and 
exrirpare the Proteſtant Religion, and the Laws and Liberties of 
the Kingdom, 
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T is every Man's Duty to corre& the Extravagances of his 
Will, in order to enjoy Lite as becomes a rational Being; 
but we cannot poſleſs our Souls with Pleaſure and Satistac- 
tion, except we preſerve to our ſelves that ineftimable Bleſ- 

ſing which we call Liberty. By Liberty I dere to be underſtood 

to mean, the Happineſs of Mens Living under Laws of their own 
making by their perſonal Conſent, or that of their Repreſentatives. 
Without this, the Diſtinctions amongit Mankind are but gentler 

Degrees of Miſery ; for as the true Lite of Man conlifts.in conduct- 

ing it according to his own juſt Sentiments and innocent Inclinati- 

ons, his Being is degraded below that of a free Agent, which Hea- 
ven has made him, when his Aﬀe&ions and Paſhons are no longer 
govern'd by the Dictates of his own Mind, and the Intereſts of 
humane Society, but by the arbierary unreſtrained Will of another. 

Without Liberty, even Health, and Strength, and all the Ad- 
vantages beſtowed on us by Nature and Providence, may at the 

Will of a Tyrant be employ'd to our own Ruin, and that of our 

Fellow Creatures. 

Liberty is eſſential to our Happineſs, and they who reſign Life it 


7 PUT ſelf rather than part with it, do only a prudent Action; but thoſe 
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who lay it down, and voluntarily expoſe themſelves to Death, in 
behalf ef their Friends and Country, do an heroick One. The more 
exalted Part of our Species are moved by ſuch generous Impulſes as 
'theſez but even the Community, the Maſs of Mankind, when 
convinc'd of the Danger of their Civil Rights, are anxious of pre- 
ſerving to themſelves that deareſt of all Poſſeſſions, Liberty. 

The late Kingdoms ot England and Scotland have contended for 
it from Ageto Age, with two great a Price of Blood and Treaſure 
to be given for the Purchaſe of any other Bleſſing 3 bur laid out 
Parſimonieuſly, when we conlider they have tranſmitted this to 
their Poſterity. | 

But fince, by I know not what Fatality, we are of late grown 
ſupine, and our Antiety for it is abated, in Proportion to the Dan- 
ger to which it is every Day more expoſed, by the artful and open 
Attacks ef the Enemies of our Conſtitutien; it is a ſeaſonable and 
honeſt Office to look into our Circumſtances, and let the Enemies of 
our preſent Eſtabliſhment behold the Securities which the Laws of 
our Countryfhave given thoſe who dare aſſert their Liberties, and 
the Terrors which'they have pronounced againft thoſe who dare un- 
dermine them. For, whatever is the Proſpe& betore our E yes, it 
is the Buſineſs of every honeſt _ to look up with a Spirit that be-

comes Honeſty, and to do what in him lies for the Improvement 
oF our preſent Condition, which nothing but our own Puſillahimity 
can make deſperate. | | 

The mott deſtructive Circumſtance in our, Affairs ſeems to be, 
that by che long and repeated Inſinuations of our Enemies, many 
are worn into a kind of doubt of their own Cauſe, and think with 
Patience ot What is luggeited in favour of contrary. Pretenſions. 
The moſt obvious Method of reviving the proper Sentiments in the 
Minds of Men tor what they ought to eſteem moſt dear, is to ſhew, 
That our Cauſe has in it all the Sanctions of Honour, Truth and 
Juitice : and that we are, by all the Laws of God and Man, en- 
ſtated in a Condition of enjoying Religion, Lite, Liberty, and Pro- 
perty, refcued from the moi imminent Danger of having them all 
for ever depend upon the Arbitrrry Power of a Popith Prince, 

We ſhould have been chained down in thus abjet Condition in 
the Reign of the late King Fames, had not God Almighty in Mercy 
given us the late happy Revolution, by that glorious Inſtrument 
of his Providence the great and memorable King H Villiam. But 
tho' this wonderful Deliverance happened as it were but Yeſterday 
yet ſuch is the Inadvertency or Ingrati tude of ſome amongſt us, 
that they ſeem net only to have forgotten the Deliverer, but even 
the Deliverance it ſelf. Old Men act as if they believed the 
Danger which then hung over their Heads was only a Dream, the 
vild Effects of ill-grounded imaginary Fears; and young Men, as 
if they had never heard from their Fathers, nor read ot what paſſed 
in this Kingdom, at a Period no farther baekward than the Space 
of Five and Twenty Years, | 

1 flatter my (elf, that if the Paſſages which happen'd in thoſe 
Days, the Reſolutions of the Nation thereupon, and the juſt Pro- 
viſions made from Time to Time againſt our falling into the ſame 
Diſaſters, were fairly ſtated and laid in one View, all indirect Arts 
and mean Subtleries practiſed to weaken our Securities would be 
fruſtrated, and vaniſh before the glaring Light of Law and Reaſon, 

I thall not govern my (elf on this Occahon by the partial Relati- 
on of particular Perſons or Parties, but by the Senſe of the whole 
People, by the Senſe of the Houſes of Lords and Commons, the re- 
preſentati ve Body of the whole Nation, in whoſe Relolutions, ac- 
cording to the ditierent State of Things, the Condition of the King- 
dom, by thoſe who had the greateſt Stakes in it, has been from time 
to tine plainly, impartially, and pathericaily exprefled, _ _ 

I ſhall begin with the Act of Parliament made in England, in the 
Second Se ſſion of the hrſt Year of the late King MViliam and Queen 


Mary, entituled, An A# declaring the Rig hes and Liberties of the , 


Subjett, and ſettling the Succeſſion of the Crown. 

It carries in it the noble Reſentment of a People that had been 
Juſt reſcued trom Tyranny ; and yet, that they might iy + 8 
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Actions to Poſterity, it recites all the particular Inſtances of the 
Tyrannical Reign in a plain and dipaſſionate: Simplicity. The 
Act runs as follows, | 
c Hereas the Lords Spiritual and Temporal and Commons 
; Aallembled ar Meſtminfter, lawfully, fully, and treely re- 
, preſenting all the Eſtates of the Veople of this Realm, did upon 
; the 13th Day of February, inthe Year of our Lord 1688, preſent 
unto their Ma'elties, then called and known by the Names and 
Stile of Wili/am and Mary, Prince and Princeſs of Orange, being 
preſent in their proper Perſons, a certain Declaration in Writing 
made b the ſaid Lords and Commons nale Words tellowing, diz. 


diversevil Counſellors, Judges, and Miniſters employed by him, 
did endeayour to {ubvert and extirpate the Proteſtant Religion, 
and the Laws and Liberties ot this Kinadom: 

B., afſuming and exereiung a Power of diſpenſing with, and 


ſulpending ot Laws, and the Executionof Laws, without con- 
tent of Parliament : | 


* By committing and proſecuting divers worchy Prelates, for 
humbly petitioning to be excuſed from concurring to the ſaid 
aulumed Power; 


* By ittuing, and cauſing to be executed, a Commiſſion under. 
the Great deal for erecting a Court called the Court of Com- 


miſßoners for Ecclehauical Cauſes; 

3 levying Money tor, and to the Uſe of the Crown, by 
pre.erice of Prerogative, for otlier Time, and in other Manner, 
t ian the ſame was granted by Parliament; 


* By raiting and keeping a Standing Army within this Kingdom 


in Time ot Peace, without conſent of Parliament, and quartering 
Soldiers contrary to Law; 


* By cauting ſeveral. good Subjects, being Proteſtants, to be 
diſermed, at the ſame time when Papiſts were both armed and - 


employed, contrary to Law;

Reign, and the Commilſioners nominated on the behalf of the 


{ Kingdom of Scotland, under the Great Seal of Scotiand, dated the 


27th Day of February, in the gth Year of Her Majeſty's Reign, in 
purſuance of the 4ch Act of the 3d Seſſion of che then preſent Par- 


liament ot Scotlaad, to treat of and concerning an Union of the 
faid Kingdems; and reciting that an Act had paſſed in the Par- 


lament of Scotland, the 16th Day of January, in the 5th Year of

pineſs, Our Oaths are our Judgment and Inclination. Honour 


and Affection calls us, without the Solemnity of an Oath, to de- 
fend ſuch an Eſtabliſhment ; but with it we ha ve every Motive 
that can influence the Mind of Man, The Terrors of God, added 
to the Demands of our Country, oblige and conſtrain us to let eur 
Hearts and our Hands follow our Wiſhes and our Conſciences; and 
out of Regard to our Queen, our Religion, eur Country, our Li- 
berty, and our Property, to maintain and aſſert the Proteſtant 
Succeſſion in the Illuſtrious Houſe of Hanover : It is no Time te 
talk with Hints and Innuendo's, but openly and boneſtly to pro- 
teſs our Sentiments, before our Enemies have compleated and put 
their Neſigns in Execution againſt us. As divided a People as we 
are, thoſe who are for the Houſe of Hanover, are infinitely ſupe- 
rior iu Number, Wealth, Courage, and all Arrs Military and Civil 
to thoſe in the contrary Intereſt : Beſides which, we have the Laws, 
I ſay, the Laws on our Side. And thoſe who by their Practices, 
whatever their Profeſſions are, have diſcover'd themſelves Ene.

It is eaſie to Proje& the Subverſion of a People, when Men ſee 
them unaccountably turned for their own Deſtruction; but not fa 
eaſie to effeR that Ruin, when they are come to themſelves, and 
are ſenſibly and reaſonably affected with Thoughts for their 
Prefervation. We cannot help it, if ſo many Thouiands of our 
brave Brethren, who laid down their Lives againſt the Power of 
France, havedyed in vain; but we may value our own Lives 
dearly, like honeſt Men. Whatever may befall the Glory and 
Wealth of Great Britain, let us ſtruggle to the laſt Drop of our 
Blood for its Religion and Liberty. The Banner under which 
we are to enter this Conflict, whenever we are called to it, are 
theLaws mention'd in this Diſcourſe , when we do not keep them 
in Sight, we have no Colours to fly to, no Diſcipline to preſerve 
us, but are devoured, and have given our ſelves up to Slaughter 
and Contukon. :

While we ac mantully under them, we have Reaſon to expect 
the Bleſſing and Aſſiſtance of Heaven on its own Cauſe, which 
it has ſo manifeſtly acknowledg'd to be ſuch, by our many wonder. 
ful Deliverances, when all humane Aſſiſtances and ordinary 
Means of Succour ſeemed irrevocably removed. We have no 
Pretenſions te the Divine Fayour, but from our firm Adherence 
to that Settlement, which He has, by ſo many Wonders and 
Bleſſings, after ſuch great Difficulties and Misfortunes, beſtowed 
upon us, and which we have in his Sight, and with the Invocation 
of his Sacred Naine, after preparing our Selves at his Altar, fo 
frequently and ſolemnly Sworn to defend, This plain, and per- 
plexed, unalterable Rule for our Conduct, is viſibly the Werk 
of his Hand to a favoured People. Her Majeſty's Parliamentary 
Title, and the Succeſſion in the Illuſtrious Houſe of Hanover, is the 
Ark of God to Great Britain, and, like that of Ofd, carrics Death 
eo the profane Hand that ſhall dare to touch it. 
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
